such m aterial injsui table proprotion s, 
and it is all im portan t that the streets 
where public travel an d the haulin g 
of heavy loads should receive the first 
atten tion 
3d. This con n cil will have a larger 
fund at its disposal in the year 1906 
tlmn has ever been supplied by the tax­ 
payers an d through economies of your 
predecessors than has ever been su p­ 
plied to any count il in the history of 
our city. 
4th. This financial con dition is su g ­ 
gestive of the healthy business and 
commercial affairs of the city and that 
an effort should be made by us that- 
the best results should follow, ami 
that no n n certaiu ven tures be u n derta­ 
ken in the use of such fun ds, yet there 
are many necessities th at m ight be 
men tion ed for its use. 
5th. The con tracts already made an d 
the work 
thereun der In process of 
completion should receive the a tte n ­ 
tion of coun cil such as streets, side­ 
walks, curbin g, e c. 
6rh. Should the in ven tion s an d im ­ 
provemen ts in electric m achin ery and 
the motive power necessary for is op­ 
eration be s > f , r a Ivai ced ; s :s claim ­ 
ed at present, or should the same oe so 
improved that au economical arran g e­ 
men t can be made durin g the year 
th at the w ater works 
an d 
electric 
light plan t oau be operated at a greatly 
reduced expense, it is my belief that 
this can be accomplished in n ext 12 cr 
15 mon ths w ithout emharassmen t to 
the city, ami supply all parties w ith 
these extra necessities thus produced. 
7th. A san itary an d storm sewerage 
system is much desired by man y of 
our people, an d the public u tility of 
sucii au improvemen t is well un der­ 


stood by all. 
It is my belief that such 
an improvemen t could be installed in 
that portion of the city, lyin g south 
of the G ., H. & D. Ry an d east of 
Morgan street witfiin the period above 
j n amed for the 
improvem en t of the 
j w ater an d light plan t an d the rem ain ­ 
der of the city soon thereafter an d that 
such utilities should be un der m u n ici­ 
pal con trol for the protection of all of 
our people who reeieve the benefits 
from these improvemen ts 
I hope th at in these suggestion s I 
will n ot be un derstood to be recom ­ 
m en din g an un due expen diture of the 
people’s money for an y one or all of 
these improvemen ts, but that every 
dollar so expended can be shown by 
tha results th at it has *not fbeen w as­ 
ted or misapplied, an d th at no extra 
debt shall be impoeed’upon the city 
therefor.

proportion of men who 
have received a good education .

clothin g became fasten ed in the line 
shaft. 
In stan tly the un fortun ate man 
was jerked from off his feet aud c a r­ 
ried upw ard an d dashed again st other 
m achin ery 
an d fixtures. 
Over 
an d 
over again he was carried his head 
being dashed here an d there an d his 
body badly brnised. 
It 
was some 
tim e before the other employes could 
get the m achin ery stopped an d remove 
the man from his perilous position. 
When he was extricated he was u n ­ 
conscious an d bleedin g from n umerous 
wounds. 
His clothin g w as in shreds. 
Dr. Phillij» * was q uickly summoned 
to atten d him, but it is said that he 
en tertain s little hope for the m an ’s re ­ 
covery. 
Oowhorn 
was taken to his 
home, where he still lin gers in an u n ­ 
conscious con dition . 
A sin gular coincidence with the a c ­ 
ciden t today, is the fact th at three 
years ago today, Adam Hay, an em ­ 
ploye of the same mill, was killed in 
exactly the same way. 
As far as is kn ow n none of the bones 
in O ow horn ’s body were broken, a l­ 
though he was terribly cn t and brn ised 
about the head, an 1 it is feared in ­ 
jured in tern ally. 
He was engaged in

The president said: 
"The enem ies o f this m o vem ent fo r 
refo rm are alw ay s o n the watch to 
find so me im perfectio n which they 
can dilate upo n and enlarge o ut o f all 
pro po rtio n, and insist that it is re p 
resentative o f the mo vement. 
Fo r 
th a t reaso n it is particularly incum ­ 
bent upo n y o u who are engaged in 
the actual adm iuistratio n o f the laws 
natio nal, state o r m unicipal, to make 
it clear so th at no o ne can fail to see 
th at y o u are co ncerned chiefly in se­ 
curing the effective business adm in 
istratio n o f the public service. 
One 
o f the gratify ing things o f recent 
y ears has been the rapid spread o l 
interest in the who le mo vement, and 
because o f that in terest It is peculiar 
ly incum bent upo n y o u to see that 
there is no t a chance fo r the o ppo n 
ents to say that It is no t practical 
The efficacy o f the service, with ho n 
esty as. o f co urse, the key sto ne o f ef 
flcieney , m ust be the prim e te st o l 
what y o u do . 
"A fter co nsiderable ex perience in 
alm o st every kind o f go vernm ental 
wo rk, I have never y et fo und any po 
sitio n o r any branch o f the service as 
regards which the intrusio n o f po litl 
cal reaso ns in m aking appo intm ent! 
do es no t do damage. 
"T he result is alw ay s bad when the 
appo intm ent has to be co m plicated 
with the questio n o f po litics. 
It is 
true at present that it Is im po ssible tc 
disasso ciate certain classes o f appo int 
m ents fro m such co nsideratio n, and 
as y et no way has been devised tc 
secure such disasso datio n. 
Yet it re­ 
m ains true that w hether avo idable o r 
unavo idable, the intrusio n o f po litical 
co nsideratio ns into the cho ice o f men 
w'ho se duties are purely m inisterial is 
alw ay s detrim ental to the service. 
"Practically witho ut ex ceptio n I find 
th at an o ffice in which there is lax ness 
in the adm inistratio n o f the civil ser 
vice law’, w'here there is an effo rt tc 
circum vent the law\ where there is 
effo rt to get aro und it, is an o ffice in 
which po o r service is rendered: the 
chance fo r fraud, fo r speculatio n, fo r 
disho nesty , is alw ay s greater in such 
an o ffice than in the o ffice w here the 
law is well and faithfully o bserved.' 11 
the appo inting o fficer adm inisters the 
civil service law in a spirit o f ho stil­ 
ity to it: if he tries to evade it o r vio ­ 
late it. it has been my ex perience that 
in the great m ajo rity o f cases ineffi 
ciency and co rruptio n are sure to o b­ 
tain. 
And while o f co urse It is true 
that the m ere o bservance o f the civil 
service law can never result In a tho r

How Railroads D iscrim inate in Favo r 
of Big Shippers. 
Philadelphia. 
May 
16.—Testim o ny 
tending to show favo ritism by railro ad 
com panies in the distributio n of coal 
cars was elicited when the interstate 
com m erce com m ission resum ed its in­ 
vestigatio n here into the alleged rail­ 
road discrim inatio n. George W. Clark, 
a car distributo r employed by the 
Pennsylvania 
Railroad 
com pany 
at 
Altoona. Pa., adm itted that he had re­ 
ceived o rders to m ake special arrange­ 
m ents of cars to the Berwin W hite 
Coal company, 
and th at frequently 
these assignm ents w ere m ade previ­ 
ous to the regular percentage dis­ 
tributio n. 
Mr. Clark adm itted th at 
special allo tm ents had at tim es to a 
certain 
extent 
interfered 
with 
an 
equitable distributio n of cars. It was 
bro ught out thro ugh A rthur Hale, su­ 
perintendent of transpo rtatio n of the 
Baltim ore & Ohio railro ad, th at the 
M erchants Coal com pany and Som­ 
erset Coal com pany had frequently re­ 
ceived many cars in excess of their 
percentage allo tm ent, while variott* 
sm aller com panies suffered a sho rt­ 
age 
Mr. 
Hale explained that 
the 
sho rtage shown on the reco rds did not 
indicate that the co m panies suffered 
for lack of cars, as In many cases 
these 
com panies 
could 
not 
handle 
their full com plem ent of cars.

Superintendent 
H ale's testim o ny was the fact that the 
Baltim ore A Ohio company had made 
frequent changes in the percentage 
basis 
Counsel fo r the com m ission 
called attentio n to the fact that these 
changes were made at various tiroes 
when certain com panies had received 
cars far in excess of their percentage 
allo tm ent. 
Mr. Hale said that these 
excesses and sho rtages were not even­ 
ed up when the new percentages were 
adopted.
